New Delhi, the 21st August 1975 

G 1 S.R. 452(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the 
Ontral Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government, being satisfied that it is necessary 
in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts the excisable goods mentioned in 
Appendix I to this Notification, when brought into Santa Cruz Electronics Export 
Processing Zone, Bombay, from the factories of their manufacture situated in other parts 
of India for use by the Industries located in the said zone for the production of goods 
or for Iseing used in connection with the production of such goods intended solely for 
export, from the whole of the duty of excise leviable thereon under Section 3 of the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), subject to the following condition.s, 
namely — 

(I) the consignee is authorised to establish manufacturing unit or units in the Santa 
Cruz Electronics Export Processing Zone; 

(21 the consignee brings the excisable goods directly from the factory of manufacture; 

(3) the entire excisable good.s so brought arc used by or on behalf of the consigneo 

in the Kbnta Cruz Electronics Export Processing Zone in connection with 
the manufacture of goods solely meant for export and all such manufactured 
good.s are exported; and 

(4) the procedure set out in Appendix II to this notification is followed in Santa 

Cruz Electronics Export Procc.ssing Zone. 

( 1797 ) 
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2. Notwithstanding anything contained in condition (3) of the preceding paragraph, 

(a) samples of manufactured gooda for purpose of display and convassing outsid#^' 

the Santa Cruz Electronics Export Processing Zone, but in any other pan 
of India may be cleared in such quantity and subject to such limitations 
and conditions as may be specified by the Development Commissioner of 
the said 2^ne if the duty of excise at the appropriate rate has b^n paid 
on the indigenous goods contained in such samples; 

(b) sub-standard goods arising in the course of manufacture in the said Zone may 

be cleared for home consumption outside the said Zone in such quantity 
and subject to such limitations and conditions as may be specified by the 
Development Commissioner of the said Zone if the duty of excise at the 
appropriate rate has been paid on the indigenous goods contained in such 
sub-standard goods. 

3. For the purposes of this notification, the Santa Cruz Electronics Export Processing 
Zone, Bombay shall comprise of the places bearing plot No. E-1 in the Marel Industrial 
Area of Maharashtra Industrial Development Corporation within the village limits of 
Parjapur and Vyaravli, Taliika Andheri, and now in the Registration sub-district and 
District of Bombay and Bombay Suburban, containing by admeasurement 3,75,013 square 
metres or thereabout and bounded— 

on or towards the North, by Road and Aarey Milk colony land; 

on or towards the South, by Road; 

on or towards the East, by pipe line and Aarey Milk colony land; and 

on or towards the West, by Road. 

4i Nothing in this notification shall apply unless the goods sought to be removed from 
the factories of their manufacture, for being taken into the Santa Cruz Electronics Export 
Processing Zone are covered by a letter of authority issued by the Santa Cruz Electronics 
Export Processing Zone licensing authority.

APPENDIX II 

Froceidure to regulate HiiboDd’ utovement of duty free excbable goods for use In the 
Santa Cruz Electroiilcs Export Frocesdug Zone, Bombay 

Application for obtaining duty free goods by plot holders 
at Santa Cruz Electronics Export Processing Zctne. 

(a> Any person intending to obtain duty free goods specified in Appendix I for use 
by him in his factory situated in Santa Cruz Electronics Export Processing Zone- 
(hereinafter called SEEPZ) shall make an application in writing to the Development 
Commissioner in proper form to be prescribed by the Development Commissioner, stating, 
theirein the annual quantity of the excisable goods required and the purpose for and the 
manner in which such goods are intendled to be rrsed and declaring that the goerfs wilt 
be used for such purpose and in such manner only. The Development Commissioner 
or any officer duly authorised by him may grant the application after causing sucl> 
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enquiries to be made as he may deem lit and the applicant shall then enter into a bond 
in tJ-5 form (AnneAurcs D-1 to D-4) with such surety oi ^ariicienL security, in such 
amount and under such conditions as the Development Eommissioner approves, iho 
Development Commissioner may, however, allow the armual quantity of excisable goods 
to be brought as fuinishcd by the manufacturer to be extended when a request to that 
effect is made. The concession shall expire on the 31st December every year, but may 
be reviewed if the Development Conunis.sioner or duly authorised officer sees no reason 
to the contrary : ' 

Provided that, in the event of death, insolvency or insufficiency of tho surety, or 
where the amount of the Bond is inadequate, tho Development Commissioner or duly 
authorised officer may, in his discretion, demand a fresh bond, and may, if the security 
tfumished for a bond is not adequate, demand additional security. 

After the grant of the application and execution of bond by the applicant, the 
offi-cer-in-charge of security will issue a certificate, in the enclosed form (Annexure: E) 
certifying that^ 

(i) the applicant is a bona fide plot holder of the SEEPZ; 

(ii) has executedi a bond in form B-5 with the SEEPZ authorities showing the 

number and particular of the bond; and 

,(iii) that the specimen signatures of the authorised agent of the importer furnished 
on the body of tho certificate is genuine and he would attest it. The 
certificate will be sent by the offlccr-in-charge of security under registered 
post (acknowledgment due) to the factory from which the goods arc to be 
obtained. A copy of the certificate will also be sent by the offlcer-iu-charge 
of security to the Superintendent in-charge of the range of the factory from 
where the good.s are to be received. 

Removal of goods to SEEPZ 

(b) On receipt of the aforesaid certificate the factory (consignor) from where the 
jgoods have to be removed shall prepare an application in form A.R. 3-A (as in 
.Annexure 'A') in quarduplicate for removal of non-duty paid goods from one warehouse 
ito another mentioning clearly the number and date of the Bond in form B-5 as per tho 
certificate issued by the oflicer-in-charge of security of the SEEPZ. Removal application 
in form A.R, 3-A must be, serially numbered. TTie 9. No, .should be according to the 
(financial year. The S. No. must be noted on all the copies. Whenever any removal 
application has to be cited in the course of correspondence, the name of the factory, 
the serial number and date of A,R. 3-A should always be quoted as reference. The 
-consignor shall, however, intimate to the proper officer about the removal of goods of 
least 12 hours before such removal is expected to take place. 

Marking of the packages 

(c) Packages to he marked aiid address to be noted in the application. 

The factory of removal (consignor) must: 

(i) ensure that packages bear proper marking and number; 

(ii) ensure that all copies of A.R. 3-A are prominently marked “Intended for use 

in SEEPZ.” 

f(iii) Give the full address of the factory of removal as well as of the Superintendent 
in-chiairge of the range under which the factory falls and the Collecforatc 
to which it is attached. 

Whenever any of these addresses is used for despatching purposes, care must be taken 
by the despatching factory to see that the full address of the Superintendent in-charge 
of the range including the names of the District is properly rcnrodiiced 

^Preparation of Gate pass 

(d) The consignor shall also prepare a gate pass in form G.P. 2 in respect of tho 
goods proposed to be removed from his warehouse and will thereafter clear tbs vonds 
on his own without any verification by any Central Exdse Officer. 

Disposal of doettments A.R. 3-A. and Gate pass. 

(e) The consignor shall send the original and triplicate copy of A.R. 3-A and original 
copy of the gate pass along with the consignment to the consignee. The duplicate cony 
of the A.R. 3-A will he sent by the consignor to the Development Commissioner, SEEPZ 
The quarduplicatc copy of the A.R. 3-A ffiong with a copy of ’gate pass will be sent 
"by the consignor to the offlcef-in-chatge of h'is'factory■ ■ or warehouse within 24 hours 
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of the removal of the consignment in question. The said officer-inrcharge shall maintain 
an account of all such removals in Annexurc B, 

Action at destination 

(f) On receipt of the duplicate applications in the SEEPZ Administrative Office, it 
must immediately be entered in the “Record of Receipts in. bond” (vide Annexure ‘C’) 
and forwarded the same day to the officer-in-charge of security. The entries in this 
record should be verified against relative entries of the Record of Raw Materials 
prescribed by the Development Commissioner. 

Responsibility of further accounting 

(g) After delivery of the non-duty paid excisable goods from a manufacturer in the 
rest of India to the plot holder in the SEEPZ, proper accounting of these goods will be 
the responsibility of the SEEPZ Authorities. 

Examination of the consignment on receipt 

(h) (1) The consignee must give intimation of the arrival of the consignment at his 

premises to the offlcer-in-charge of security of the SEEPZ without any delay and should 
store the same separately and intact, pending examination and check by the Preventive 
Officer who will be deputed by the officcr-in-cbargc of Security for this purpose. The 
Preventive Officer after taking account of the goods will identify them with the marks 

and numbers, and weigh the consignment in full. 'Thereafter, he shall complete the 

re-warehousing certificate on the duplicate copy received from the officer-in-charge of 
security and original and triplicate copy of the applications presented by the consignee, 
remm duplicate to the Central Excise Officer-in-charge of the factory of removal direct 
and triplicate to the consignee for despatch to the consignor after noting thereon the 
deficiency or excess, if any, 

Duty on shortages/losses in transit 

(2) Since the B-5 bond (surety/sectfrity/general security/general surety) (as in 
Anncxurcs D 1—4) would have been executed by the consignee, duty on shortages will 

be demanded from him after condoning the permissible losses in transit. For each 

commodity a separate schedule of losses will be formulated and issued, by the Development 
Commissioner, 

Re-entry 

(i) If the duplicate application is received by the officer-in-charge of security of the 
Zone, before the airrival of the goods is reported to him by the consignee, he must keep 
it pending, securely and systematically filed in a file marked “pending duplicate A.R. 3-A. 
application” and record the particulars of the consignment in his “Record of receipts in 
bond" prescribed as in Annexure ‘C’ and no sooner the consignment is received, he will 
follow the procedure jirescribed in para (h) above. 

Duty leviable on excisable goods not duly accounted for as having 

been utilised in the manufacture of goods for export, etc. 

(j) If any excisable goods obtained under this procedure are not duly accounted for 
as having been utilized in the manufacture of goods meant for export only, or, are not' 
shown to the satisfaction of the proper officer to have been lost or destroyed by natural 
causes or by unavoidable accidents during storage or handling in the approved premises, 
or, have been permitted to be disposed of as refuse or wastage within the permissible 
limits prescribed by the Development Commissioner, the applicant shall, on demand by 
the proper officer, immediately pay the duty leviable on such goods. The concession' 
may at any time be withdrawn by the Development Commissioner if a breach of the 
procedure committed by the applicant, his agent or any person employed by him. In 
the event of such a breach, the Development Commissioner may also order the forfeiture 
of the security deposited under para (a) of the procedure and may also confiscate the- 
excisable goods and all goods manufactured from such goods in store in the premises 
of the applicant. 

Despatch of duplicates by registered post acknowledgment due 

<k> Despatch of the duplicate application in form A.R, 3-A refarred to in para (e) 
must always be made by repstered post, acknowledgment due, and the postal receipt 
actndwledgment must be systematically filed by the consignor and presented for Ihspcctloiv 
to the Supbrintendent in-charge of the factory whenever required: 
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Demand of duty on goods not reaching destination 

(1) Under sub-iiilc (1) of rule 156(B) of the C.cntral Excnie Rules, 1944, if the 
certilicate of re-warchonsins of a consignment of excisable goods despatched to the 
consignee of SEEFZ Las [/ci para h(l)i is not received back by the consignor within 
90 days ol the remov.,, ,,i' l;:e g-.)ods or within such extended period as may be allowed 
by the Collector, it is the responsibhity of the consignor to himself pay the duty leviable 
on Ihe consignment by a debit entry in his account current. However, a provision has 
been made that in such cases whore the consignor produces proof of re-warehousing to 
tho satisfaction ot the proper ofliocr after payment of duty in the manner indicated above, 
ho will be eligible for grant of refund on the duly so paid by making an application. 


The officer-in-chargo of the factory or warehouse may also demand duty on a 
consignment the re-warehousing certificate in respect of which has not been received 
witliin the stipulated period, In such cases if the consignor has already paid the duty 
leviable on the consignment by a debit entry in his account current, he may intimate 
the otlicer-in-charge about the particulars of such deposit in reply to this notice of demand. 


Action hy the officer-in-tduirge of the factory of removal in 
c/ise of non-receipt of the re-warehoustng certificate 
(in) If the duplicate copy of A.R. 3-A [see para h(l)] is not returned to the 
officer-in-charge of the factory of removal within a month of the removal of consignment 
reminders must be issued regularly at fortnightly intervals to the officer-in-charge of 
security of the SEEPZ. II despite such reminders, the duplicate application is not 
received within two months of the dale of removal of the consignment, the matter should 
be reported to the Assistant Collector of Central Excise in whose charge the consignor 
operates who must immediately communicate with the Assistant Collector of Customs 
of the SEEPZ; and either secure a satisfactory proof of the consignment having been 
duly received by the importer at SEEPZ or ensure that Iho duty properly due on the 
goods not so received at destination is recovered as per para (I) above, 


Verification of the use of non-duty paid goods. 

tn) On receipt by the consignee, such good.s shall be utilised in the manufacture of 
loods intended (solely) for export. It shall be Ihe responsibility of the Assistant Collector 
of Customs/officcr-in-chargc of security of the Zone to ensure that all non-duty paid 
goods have been fully utilized for manufacturo of goods intended for export only or 
are otherwise accounted for to the satisfaction of the Development Commissioner of the 
SEEPZ.
